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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response which included amendment to claim 8, filed on 03/23/2010, 
is made of record. Claims 1-9 and 11-18 are pending. In view of applicants' response, 
all 112 rejections made in the previous office action have been obviated. However, the 
following new ground of rejection as necessitated by the amendment is applied to 
currently amended claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

1. Claim 8 is an improper dependent claim on 7 as it fails to further limit claim 7. 
The scope claim 8 is broader than the scope of claim 7 on which it is dependent. In 
claim 7, A-W, besides other two choices, is limited to NH-NH and there are no R 5 and 
R 6 groups and even if present implicitly, each R 5 and R 6 are each hydrogen. 
But claim 8 recites, in process h, various choices for R 5 and R 6 which are outside the 
scope of claim 7. 

In addition, there are no such variable R 5 and R 6 groups in claim 8. 

In addition claim 8 is indefinite as A-W in process h is limited to N(0)=N and N=N 
and hence cannot bear any R 5 and R 6 groups. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 7 and its dependent claims 8, 9 and 11-14 are objected to as claim 7 
recites a proviso which is extraneous as claim 7 limits A-w choice to besides other two 
to NH-NH and does not permit substitution of the hydrogen on each nitrogen. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 15-18 are allowed. Claims 7-9 and 11-14 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action.
